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Our cover carries the picture of the memorial to Queen Victoria 
in the Legislative Building grounds. Canada's Victoria Day, to be 
celebrated this year on Monday, May 20th, is our traditional first 
holiday of the summer season. It is much more, however, than just 
a holiday. It is a nation-wide tribute to a great Queen whose reign 
was a correspondingly great era in the history of the British people. 

Soon after Victoria's accession there were "alarums and excur¬ 
sions;" and these continued during her long reign. Yet side by side 
with them there grew up, under direction of the Queen's several 
famous prime ministers, the finest parliamentary system and the 
most democratic government in the world. Her reign, which saw 
successful struggles for full voting privilege and the abolition of 
special privilege in voting, also saw several wars. But it brought 
great reforms that helped the people; the beginning of the penny 
post which founded today's worldwide postal system, and the for¬ 
mation of Britain's splendid educational system. 

Out of all this, then, came the strength of Empire that nurtured 
and matured new free countries such as our own—and is still doing 
so. The vast Commonwealth of self-governing Nations grew out of 
the empire to which Britain sent many of its best people and ablest 
experts to help in their development. 

So let us re-dedicate Victoria Day in the knowledge that though 
times have changed so much, present-day expansion and growth 
within our countries offer the possibilities of even greater accom¬ 
plishments for the Commonwealth, in the reign of Victoria's great- 
great-granddaughter, Queen Elizabeth II. 
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GUILD PLAYERS GOOD 
IN TENSE FOOTLIGHTS DRAMA 

“A Murder Has Been Arranged,” by Emlyn Williams, actually 
is a drama taking place on stage at a famous London theatre sup¬ 
posedly haunted by a woman struck dumb, whose recovery of 
speech heralds death. Complicating this is the fact that Sir 
Charles Jasper (Garth Gislason) is determined to hold his fancy- 
dress dinner party in spite of the fears expressed by his guests as 
to his own safety. 

The celebration is on the eve of his coming into millions, and 
of course, the only other claimant, Maurice Mullins (David Swan), 
does turn up and does connive with Jasper's secretary, Miss Croze 
(Catherine Loeppke) to arrange the murder. 


The playwright’s setting unfortunately 
provided an obstacle for the cast, because it 
calls for a full orchestra in attendance under 
Sir Charles’ orders. Having to make do with 
walk-on instrumentalists and “canned” music, 
the orchestra’s entrances and exits lent an air 
of levity that took away from the tenseness. 
Actually there does ensue the death of the 
woman stricken at first by dumbness, the cal¬ 
lous poisoning of the host by the villainous 
rival claimant to the fortune, and the condem¬ 
nation of the murderer by the ghost of the 
corpse appearing dramatically at the festive 
table. 

All the players gave of their best. Perhaps 
if we might give an “edge,” it w r ould be to 
Maybelle Stutter as the maid Mrs. Wragg — 


she was a real Cockney in speech and man¬ 
ner—“good show” by a loyal Eaton Guild 
player; and to Dave Swan and Doreen Mc¬ 
Kenzie who were very effective in their parts.

Addressing the gathering, Mr. Palk mentioned that 
regardless of standings, all who were in the contest 
earned an E for Effort. The three R’s are being stressed 
again today, and rightly; but even arithmetic, while cor¬ 
rect as to figuring, can break down in its application. 
The marvellous electronic brains can compute in sec¬ 
onds what human brains would take months to calculate 
—yet after all can only give material measures. 

The person doing the job is what counts—the wife 
who’s worth a thousand-dollar allowance on income tax, 
the kiddies a few hundred, of course are worth many 
many times more. Who can calculate figures for the 
day’s work for a mother with children? Or the service 
behind the sales? 

When we say we had a number of incipient fires, let’s 
not forget that if all were not properly handled, just 
one could do untold damage. In accidents there’s more 
than the loss of pay or the various bills for hospital and 
medical, there is the hurt, the suffering, perhaps the 
permanent injury that figures do not cover. 

He then complimented all those concerned on the 
good showing and co-operation in the contest, and men¬ 
tioned how important good stock and shipping are—how 
they count in big orders and contracts the Company 
gets. They help to get business that provides the huge 
capital for Eaton expansion, carparks, new fluorescent 
lighting, etc., and projected warehouse accommodation. 
“We must maintain leadership and to do this must never 
underestimate the influence of individual effort.”

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Public Relations for Merchandisers 

Assistants’ Association Addressed by Mr. H. Brock Smith 
on Importance of Customer Communications 

The speaker shown right, now Divisional Manager here 
for Investors' Syndicate of Canada Ltd., said that he felt 
quite at home in the store and in the company of his audi¬ 
ence because a large part of his own training and experience 
had been with departmental stores, where he had risen 
through advertising and sales promotion to Sales Manager 
before going into the investment field. 

Mr. Smith’s experiences had been first as school teacher 
and then in newspaper work, giving him many contacts with 
people both as individuals and groups. Pointing up his talk 
with anecdotes both humorous and otherwise, he described 
how public relations from being a casual adjunct of adver¬ 
tising and publicity, had now become a large and forceful 
sphere. Today companies realize that many “blind spots” 
can develop in systems or attitudes. We must seek these out 
and correct them—and after correcting, do something to 
heal the sore spots and recapture customers’ confidence. 

Important, too, are good employee relations; those in charge, such as his audience, must 
learn how* to instruct and correct in a manner not to destroy their leadership value and 
the confidence of those working with them. Loyalty of staff is a great ingredient in the 
business, and he had always believed in and marvelled at this quality in Eaton’s, even 
when he worked in rival fields. In every way, in every detail of the business, “everybody 
has the responsibility of good public relations.”
